CONDITIONS OF BUSINESS 


The conditions of business, along with all other terms, conditions and notices 
set out in this auction catalogue, or announced by the auctioneer, form the 
terms on which Jeffrey Hoare Auctions, Inc. (JHA) contracts, as auctioneer, with 
actual and prospective sellers and buyers. These Conditions of Business apply 
to all aspects of the relationship of purchase and sale of property by auction. It 
is therefore very important that you read these conditions carefully. By bidding 
or selling in this sale you agree to accept these conditions, and that these con- 
ditions shall govern all future dealings that may occur between you and JHA. 


You should note that JHA generally acts as an agent for the seller. Any conclud- 
ed contract of sale is made directly between the seller and the buyer. You 
acknowledge that JHA is dependent on the seller for much of the relevant fac- 
tual material pertaining to the items offered for sale.

Adjutant and eventually Senior Major and Second in command. He reached France in 
August 1916, and served first near Ypres and then through the later stages of the battle 
of the Somme. He was Mentioned in Despatches for his services, and before his death 
he had been selected for the command of a battalion in the near future. In the raid of 
March 1, 1917, at Vimy Ridge he led the battalion and fell in front of the German trench. 
He is buried, together with his Commanding Officer, Lt. Col. Beckett, at Villers-au-Bois.

He attended the Royal Military College of Canada as a Gentleman Cadet, graduating 
with a commission in the 31st Battery, Canadian Field Artillery on 21s‘ September 1915. 
Robertson embarked from Canada aboard the S. S. Metagama from St. John on 
February 5, 1916 arriving in Plymouth on February 14, 1916. He was sent overseas and 
landed in Havre, France on 14 July 1916. Robertson served throughout the Great War, 
later enlisting in the Canadian Siberian Expeditionary Force with the 85" Battery, CFA, 
embarking from Vancouver on 27 November 1918, serving with that force until 31 July 
1919. Later, Lieutenant Robertson was appointed Signaling Officer with the Royal 
Hamilton Light Infantry in 1928 and then resigned his regular commission to accept an 
appointment as Paymaster with the rank of Captain in 1934, gaining promotion to 
Major in 1937. Major Robertson, MC died while on active service 24 August 1939. Sold 
with Canadian Archive copies of service records.

Private Charles Clancy was born near Glasgow in 1823. He enlisted at age 20 on 5 
September 1843 with the 24 Dragoons (Scots Greys). Clancy landed in the Crimea in 
September of 1854, joining the Heavy Brigade under General Scarlett following the 
Battle of Alma. Clancy was present and took part in the Heavy Brigade Charge on 25 
October 1854, being three times wounded, suffering a lance wound to the head and 
sabre cuts to the forehead and left shoulder (Muster roll from WO 12 confirms). The 
Scots Greys sustained casualties of 2 men killed, 48 men wounded. Four officers, 
including the Commanding Officer were also wounded in the action. Charles Clancy 
received the Crimea Medal with three clasps (WO 100-24 refers), and the Turkish 
Crimea Medal for his service.

He served in the Mobilization Depot for Hamilton being appointed to 
the Staff of the CEF and given the task of Recruiting Officer for the Hamilton District, 
being made a temporary Lieut.

He was 24 
years of age and was educated at Uppingham, where he was a member of the OTC. He 
entered Sandhurst in 1911 and obtained his commission in the West Yorkshire 
Regiment in February 1912. He joined the regiment at Malta, and for over a year, served 
under Lieutenant-Colonel Phillips at Skutari, Albania, when the Powers stationed an 
International Force there after the evacuation of the town by the Montenegrins. On the 
outbreak of the present war he returned to Malta and came to England in September. 
With his battalion Lieutenant Amold took his full share of trench fighting all through 
the first winter's campaign and was gazetted temporary Captain before Christmas 
1914. He escaped injury until March of the following year, when he received the wounds 
that have now proved fatal. Captain Arnold was the only son of the late Charles Comber 
Arnold, of New College, Oxford, barrister-at-law, Inner Temple, and the grandson of Sir 
Alfred Arnold, MP for Halifax from 1895 to 1900.
